MADISON, Nov. 30—The supreme court, 


nude:' the new arrangement, met to-day 


- 
with u full bench present, consisting of 
Chit-f Justice. Cole, and Associate Jus- 
tice*. Lynn, Orton, Taylor, anil Cassoday. 
It is a strong court and does honor to 
the people ami to the executive who 
placed these five distinguished lawyers 
in these important and responsible posi- 
tions. It may not be interesting and 
profitable at this time to go back a lit- 
tle and give u brief history of the State 
supreme court, and sketches of the men 
who have formed that court for the last 
quarter of a century. 


From the adoption of the constitution 


in 1813 to 1853, the supreme court was 
not separately organized; and during the 
period of five years the judges of the cir- 
cuit courts were ex-ollieio justices of the 
supreme court. The first chief justice of 
Wisconsin under the State organization, 
wa.s Alexander W. Stow, of tlie then 
fourth judicial circuit. He wa.s born in 
New York, in 1805. 
He studied law at 


Lowsville, his native village, where he 
began the practice o£ his profession. 
He 


-•spent-a few months in European travel 


before he came West, and shortly after he 
settled iu Wisconsin, and was elected chief 
justice, taking the office in August, 18-18, 
aud served till January 1, 1S.">1, when his 
term expired. 
He lived in private live 


or six years after he left the supreme 
bench, and never again resumed the 
practice of the law. He died about 1858, 
with the deepest respect of the.profession 
throughout the State. It is said he was 
a great judge, and a great man intellec- 
tually. He was eccentric in many ways, 
11.1.1 did not seem to have many attach- 
iv: • its, but 
those who knew him best 


c .ili! see his generous and noble nature' 
if 
.-. the opinion of the late Chief Jus- 


ti.v liyun, that if Judge Stow, who is 
now comparatively forgotten and nuap-

career, he would have risen to the front 
rank of American judge;;. 


THE sEi'oxi) cmr.i-' .IVSTIUK. 


Judge Levi Hubbell, of Milwaukee' 


was the second chief justice of Wiscon- 
sin, having been elected in June, 1851. 
He was born near Saratoga, New York, iu 
April, 1SOS, and was graduated at Union 
college in 18-J7. 
Ho began the. study 


of law, and soon became prominent both 
iu the profession and in politics, at that 
time being a member of the Ueinocratie 
party. While practicing law, he assisted 
in editing a Democratic paper at Caiian. 
daigua. In January, ISit, Governor Mar- 
cy appointed him adjutant general ot the 
State iu place of General John A. Dix, 
find served three years. 
[n 1840 he was 


elected to the New York Legislature and 
served one sessions. In the spring of 
1841, he came to Milwaukee, and at the 
first judicial election after the organiza- 
tion 
of 
the 
State, lie wa.s elect- 


ed 
circnit 
judge, 
aud 
by 


such 
election 
became 
ex oflicio 


one of the justices of the supreme court, 
and held the office until the new supreme 
court was separately organized in 1853. 
When the term of Chief Justice Stow ex- 
pired, Judge Hubbell was elected chief 
justice, and served nearly two years, when 
Judge Whiton was chosen to succeed 
him. In 1851, Judge Hubbell was re- 
elected judge of the second circuit, but 
the salary being only §1,500 a year, in 
1850 he resigned on account of the in suf- 
ficiency of the. salary. In 1853 the great 
Hubbell impeachment trial took place be- 
fore the 
Senate of 
Wisconsin.

was 
a

struggle 


but 
the 
judge 
was 
rinally 


ac^uited. He served iu the Assembly in 
1864, and in 1S71, was commissioned 
United States attorney for the eastern 
district of the State aud held the office 
till 1875, •when he was succeeded by ex- 
Congressman G. W. Hazeltou. Judge 
Hubbel was a man of much learning1 and 
great ability, and was a ready, impressive, 
and eloquent speaker. 
After the ex pirn- I 


tion o' his term of office as United States 
attorney, he became actively engaged in 
the practice of his profession, but lived 
only two or three years after that. He 
He died full of honor, aud was regarded 
:is one of the ablest members of the Wis- 
consin bar. 


JUDCiB KDWAHD V. WHITON. 


Edward V. Whiton, who was the third 


chief justice of Wisconsin, was the son of 
General Joseph Whiton, a soldier of the 
revolution, and of the war of ].8V2, and 
was born in Berkshire, county, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1805. 
He received an acad- 


emic education, and the lir.st thirty years 
of his life were spent in his native town, 
during which time he studied law, and 
was admitted to the bar. In 183II, he 
came West, with the intention of settling 
in Chicago, but the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of things led him to come to the 
Kock river valley and to the place where 
.Tanesville now stands. In 1K!7, ho was 
i-b.'cted to the Territorial 'Legislature. He 
r,-vised thp statutes in IK:!!), and 
was 


Kpt-akt-r at the session which began in 
iJecember, 1*39. Ife was re-elected to 
the Legislature in 1.SH and '-1'J, and .serv- 
ed iu llu- coniK-il from 1S12 to 1847. He- 
was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1847, and when the State gov- 


ernment was organized, he WHS elecied 
judge of the iirst circuit then embracing 
the counties of Kacine Wai worth, Kixik. 
and Green; and as such he became an 
ex otlicio one of the justices ol' the su- 
preme court. Iu January, 18f/J, he was 
elected chief justice, ami when the court 
was separately organized in 185:5, he was 
again chosen chief justice, aud held the 
position until his death, April 12, 185!). 
Judge Whiton was a man of great and 
varied learning, and an enthusiastic ad- 
inirer and faithful student of the English 
classics. 
As a judge, his ability, honesty 


ot purpose, calm judgment, patience, im- 
partiality, gentlemanly courtesy, solid in- 
tegrity, aud firmness of purpose, won for 
him the lasting confidence of tlie people, 
and a reputation inue.Ii wider than the 
State. It is said that when Judge Whi. 
ton came West, he received from Daniel 
Webster, in whose oilice he studied, a 
recommendation, written in a bold hand 
aud on a large sheet of pa[.er, and this 
important document is handsomely fram- 
ed, and is in the office; of H. K. Whiton, 
of Chicago. 


JUDGE DtXOX. 


On the 20th of April, 185!), eight days 


after the death ot Chief Justice Whiton, 
Judge Luther S. Dixon, who was then 
judge of the 9th circuit, was appointed 
chief justice of the supreme court. 
Ho 


was then a young man, only 3J or 3,-j 
years old, and had never tried 
before

critical judge, and stood high in the es- 
teem of the members of the Wisconsin 
bar. He held the oillcc until June, 187-1, 
when he resigned on account of the inad- 
quacy of the salary, at that time the 
animal salary being §3,500. He engaged 
in the practice of the law iu Milwaukee, 
but for some time past he has been en- 
gaged iu practicing his profession in 
Denver, Colorado, though Milwaukee is 
his home. 


.lunm; KUWAUD o. HYAN*. 


The fifth chief justice of Wisconsin, was 


that brilliant 
advocate, accomplished 


scholar, and great lawyer—Kdward G, 
Eyun, of Milwaukee. He received a col- 
legiate 
education 
iu 
Ireland. 


In 1RI-JO he came t.o the United States, 
and settled in New York cily, and there, 
resumed the study o[ law, and in the 
mean time supporting himself by teach- 
ing in private schools. He settled in 
Chicago in 183C!, and in 18-12 went, to Ra- 
cine, and from there to Milwaukee in 
1818. 
In 1840 he was u member of the 


constitutional convention, 
and 
in the 


years 1870, 
1871, 
and 
1872. 
was 


city attorney for 
Milwaukee. 
When 


Chief Justice Dixon resigned, (iovern.Ji- 
Taylor appointed Ryan to Ihe chief jus- 
ticeship, and after serving out t h e ' term 
for which ho was appointed, ho was re- 
elected without opposition. He died at 
Madison, on the li>t!i of October, 1880. 
His health had been pour for I w o o r 1 


three years, aud much of the time he was 
oil' the bench. Judge 1-fyan was a pow- 
erful man intellectually. His 
learning 


was profound and his legal ability extra- 
ordinary. His argument, in the pros- 
ecution 
of 
the 
impeachment 


trial against Judge Hubbell, bei'ore 
the Senate iu 1853, was remarkable for 
its lofty eloquence, comprehensiveness, 
and power, and was considered the great- 
est legal argument ever made in the 
State. It gave him u wide reputation, 
aud from that time until his death, he 
stood among the foremost lawyers iu the 
West. 


JUDGE CliAWFOED. 


There is little known of Judge Samuel 


Crawford, who came to an untimely death 
and who is now almost forgotten. He 
was born in Ireland, aud came to this 
country 
when 
quite 
young. 
He 


was admitted to the bar in 1814, and set- 
tled at Mineral Point, aud as a jury law- 
yer soon took a high rank. He was ap- 
pointed one of the associate justices of 
the supreme court in 1853, and served 
two years, and was defeated in 1851 by 
Chief Justice Cole. 
After that a cloud 


seemed to have passed over the life, of 
Judge Crawford. He was a brilliant ad- 
vocate, was eloquent, ready, aud full oE 
thatseutiment which has a powerful in- 
fluence over a jury. He died thirteen or 
fourteen years ago. 


JUDGE A. t). SMITH. 


There is very little known of the early 


history of Judge Abram D. Smith, who 
was one of the justices of the supreme 
cjurt, from June 1853, to June, 18.30. He 
came to the Territory of Wisconsin in 
1812, and settled in Milwaukee. After lie 


I quit the supreme bench, he entered the 
profession, and about 1802, he accepted a 
position under the 
government, and 


wont to South Carolina. There is little 
known 
of his death. He 
took 
sick 


on 
a 
passage 
from 
South 


Carolina to New York, aud died in that; 
city on the 3d oE June, 18f>5. 
His re- 


mains were taken to Milwaukee for in- 
terment. 
He was an able lawyer, and 


his opinions were fearless, luminous and 
decisive. 


JUDGE BVUO.N V.-UNE. 


Judge By run Paine, late associate jus- 


tice of the supreme court, occupied a 
high place in the esteem of the Wisconsin 
bar. 
He was born in Ohio in 1.827, and

Judge Jason Downer, ot Milwaukee

He was a safe judge 
and while mi the bench won the confl 
der.ee of the bar. 


I'ltlEF Jl'.STll'M! OOLE. 


The sixth chief justice of the supremo 


court—Oruumu:! Cole—was born at Caze 
novia, New York, in 181!). He was grad- 
uated from Union college in 1843. 
He 


located at Potosi, Grant county, in this 
State, in 1845, where, he engaged in.the 
practice ol! the law. He was a member of 
the constitutional convention in 1847, 
and in 1818 \ras elected to Congress I'rom 
the Second district. 
In the winter ot 


1855 lie was elected associate justice 
against Samuel Crawford, and has served 
ever since. Probably excepting Judge 
John Appleton, of the Maine supreme 
court, there is no judge of any State 
court, who ]insHeeii so much continuous 
service on the bench, as Chief Justice 
Cole. He has a finished education, is re- 
markably well read in the law, aud his 
legal ability is such as to commend the 
praise1 of the bar ol' the State. If. is a 
little remarkable that lie has sat on the 
bench with every justice since the su- 
preme court, was separately organized 
excepting Judge. Crawford, and his opin- 
ions mil through 17 volumes of the Wis- 
consin reports. 


J l ' D l I K WH.MAM I'. I.YOX. 


William Pitt Lynn was born Octo- 


ber 28, 1822, at Catham, New York. He 
received a common school education, and 
in 1811 settled in Walworth county, and 
was admitted to the; bar in 1810. In 1855 
he removed to Racine, was district at- 
torney from 1855 to 1858, and was speaker 
of the Assembly in 18511 and 1800. 
He 


was colonel of the II'.th Wisconsin, and 
.-•cn-ed t i l l 1805, and at 11m close of die 
war 
was breveted 
brigadier general.

MIC death of Judge Paine, was appointed 
lo the supreme bench, and in April 1877,

pecially toward younger members of tin; 
profession, and thereby won the friend- 
ship of all. Ho never exhibited any 
pride of opinion, but was .always willing 
to follow the Ian- by whomsoever present- 
ed. Those same qualities he has carried 
with him to the supreme bench, and has 
steadily grown to be stronger and abler 
:is a writer of opinions, and 
has long 


been ivsprcted as an able judge.

HarlowS. Orion, who look his seat .on 


the supreme bench with Judge Taylor, in 
April, 1878, was born in Niagara founts', 
New York, in 1817. 
lie attended the 


l.aniilton academy two years, and the 
Madison university three years.

.aught school in Kentucky in 1S37, and 
nnved to Indiana about that time, where 
it 
1 served as county judge. It is nearlv 


13 years since he began the 
practice 


>f the law, and during 37 years of that 
ime he has worn the title of "Judge." 
fe went to Milwaukee in 1817, and to 
Madison in 1851, where he has since re- 
sided. He was private secretary to Gov- 
ernor Farwell, was a member of the As. 
sembly in 1854 and 185!), and was judge 


>f tin; 9th circuit from 185!) to 18G5. 
He 


was also elected to the Legislature in 
1870. There are tew judges iu Wiscon- 
sin who dispatched business so rapidly 
ind satisfactorily to the people an Judge 
Orton.

one of the most brilliant advocates in the 
State, frequently being employed iu dif- 
'ereiit parts of Wisconsin to aid local at- 
,orneys in the trial of important cases. 
It was thought by many when he went 


11 the supreme bench that it would be 


difficult for so '..brilliant an advocate to 
online liimseli' to the close auyliticul 
research so necessary to u judge in the 
court of last resort, but Judge Orton has 
more than satisfied the expectations of 
his warmest personal friends. His opin- 
ions are short, concise, and deal only 
with the questions considered. 


.TUDGE DAVID TAYLOK. 


David Taylor, who went on the supreme 


bench 111 1878, was born iu Schohaire 
county, New York, in 1818, and was grad- 
uated from Union college. He came to 
Wisconsin in 184G, and settled in She- 
boygnn. He was elected to the Assem- 
bly in 1853, and to the Senate in 1855. 
He was judge of the fourth circuit from 
1S5S to 181)9, and was reelected to the 
Senate in 18(58. 
After he left the circuit 


he went 
into 
the 
practice of his 


profession, 
and 
upon 
his own 


responsibility revised the 
statutes of 


Wisconsin, and gave the profession what 
is now known throughout the 
State 


as Taylor's statutes. He was afterwards 
selected as one of the three lawyers ti 
revise the present statutes, which went 
into ell'eet two years ago, and hence hi.s 
acquaintance with tin; statute law of the 
Sl.ah' makes him u valuable member of the 
supreme court. Judge Taylor is a strong 
man physically and mentally. He is ii 
man of untiring industry, and whether at 
the bar or on the bench, his inv<;stiga 
turns, arguments and opinions, are always 
elaborate and exhaustive. 


JUTXil! (1AHSO1MY. 


John Ij. Cassoday was born in Herki 


mer county, New York, in 1830, and ii 
early childhood wan taken by his wid 
owed mother to Tiogo county, Pennsvl 
vania. 
Until ll>, he was educated at tin 


eummnn schools, anil for one terra at 
tended the 
Weilsboi-o academy, 
fit 


taught 
school 
and work 


ed 
on 
the 
farm. 
Subsi 


quontly he entered the Union academy a 
Knoxville, Pennsylvania, and then tin 
Alfred academy in New York. Again hi 
taught school for a while, and then speii 
one year at the. Michigan university tak 
ing a select course. He settled in Janes 
ville in 1857, aud iu 1858 began the prac- 
tice of the law. He is a studious man, t 
clear thinker, a thorough scholar, a I nil 
liaut lawyer. He ranks among the best 
lawyers of tne State, aud on the liencl 
will prove an industrious, able and .safe 
associate justice.

"There are three questions to con- 


si^pr. First. What "are

offices of 
housekeeping:1 What has 


chemistry to do with' them? In what 
way 
will chemistry help 
industrial 


housekeeping? I-'ooil and health have 
the most vital connection, especially in 
the complicated life of Eastern cities is 
it common to find cheap, poor materials 
used in place of good ones, and ao the 
end sought is not attained.

vinegar and the result was a wine-col- 
ored liquid. 
Like most of the washing 


powders, which are 
soltl 
at 
ubotrt 


twenty-live cents a pound, this is sal- 
soda, which 2an be bought by tho 
housekeeper at three cents "a pound. It 
Is therefore useless to pay tJie diller- 
fnce for having il put up in labeled 
packages. One 
manufacturer staled 


that he put quinine in his powders, but 
that could bo of, no service. A safe ruio 
for the use of sal-soda is one-half » 
pound to a gallon of water; of this usa 
one cupful, or two teaspoons of tho 
crystals to one tub of water. Every 
washing compound depends on sal-soda 
for 
its cleansing properties. 
Some- 


times this prepared powder is called 
pearline; sometimes soapine, or some 
other attractive name. Sal-soda may 
always bo detected by using vinegu'r 
which liberates the carbonate. 
If it 


foams it is safe to say that sftl-soda is 
present. Several of the packages have 
little white particles left in the glass, 
which proved to be particles of soap 
when tested. In reply to a question, 
Mrs. Richards said that borax: is safer 
than sal-soda, but costly. A paragraph 
going about the press declares" that 
clothes may be made lire proof, or at 
least to that extent that they will not 
blaze, by using borax in starch. Tliey 
would be so stiff as to be uncomforta.- 
ble. For that purpose she would pre- 
fer the tungstate of soda. Many of the 
washing powders contain a pinch of 
borax. Sal-soda must not be used for 
colored cloths, and is the worst thiuo' 
which can be put to woolen. Wool hni 
little hooks in its liber like the beards 
on wheat, and rubbing mats it together; 
therefore it should not be rubbed? Tho 
wool men cleanse it in warm, not hot 
water,- which dissolves the animal oil 
better than the cold water sometimes 
recommended. Aqua ammonia is per- 
fectly safe for cleansing woolen fabrics*, 
but not for those garments which have 
»n admixture of cotton. It is better to 
get this in large quantities, as the drug- 
gists ask a large profit on it, and it 7s 
not so sure to be good when bought in 
Binall quantities. 
No exact rule for 


using it can be given because it is not 
of uniform strength. 
" Some things .can only be cleansed 


by naptha. This is an explosive mate- 
rial, and must be used with great care. 


"Mrs. Richards then spoke of baking 


powders. Yeast bread is of course more 
healthful than any other sort, as it is 
already partly digested. The purity of 
the various baking powders may easily 
be tested. She has lately .tested lifty- 
six samples of cream tartar, and eighty 
per cont. was pure. 'One-half teaspoon- 
fill of cream tartar ought to dissolve 
readily in a cupful of hot water; it will 
not- dissolve in cold water. 
There is 


always a little .Ijmo in it, which is not 
soluble in cold water; Alum will also 
dissolve in water, but ther,e is a test 
for it. Bread is ' raised by means (if 
the carbonic acid gas evolved. A quart 
of flour requires eight quarts of carbon- 
ic acid gas to raise it. Twenty-four 
but of .line .thirtyTthrce. samples of bak- 
ing powders lately examined were good. 
All the good ones have carbonate of 
soda and cream tartar mixed in the 
right proportion. They were adulter- 
ated only by a little starch or ground 
rice, used to combine the rest mure 
easily. Logwood steeped in a 
little 


hut water was then applietl to two sam- 
ples 'of baking" powder. 
One turned 


purple,;showiug that it contained alum, 
and tlie-othor became a yellow brown. 
Vinegar .will turn purples when applied 
to alum. Cooking so'cla is seldom adul- 
terated, because there is hardly any- 
ibiilg cheap enough to use in it.''
